rns PASMODIC 
S| efforts, from time 
to time, have been 
i put forth in this 
i State to institute 
oral hygiene and prophylaxis 
in the public schools—such 
as dental inspection, establish- 
ing toothbrush drills, and quiz- 
zing the children as to the 
toilet of their mouths, etc; but 
quite often the waning interest 
of the schools, and a change 
of executives, cause the efforts 
of the few faithful public-spirit- 
ed dentists to be frustrated. 
There are no funds given by 
the State, nor the Dental 
Association for this purpose. 
One county has recently em- 
ployed a dentist for part of 
the year, to repair the teeth 
of school children in the rural 
districts. 
In the larger towns and cities 
of the State, dental inspections 





are frequently held, charts are 
made and sent to the parents 
asking them to have their 
children’s teeth put in good 
order; they respond to this 
request very willingly; in case 
the families are too poor to 
pay for this service, dentists 
either do it gratuitously, or for 
a nominal sum. 

In the Pee Dee section of the 
State, Dr. Spencer, of Bennetts- 
ville has instituted a plan that 
is helpful; his article appeared 
in June, 1922, OraL HyGIenz, 
In his clientele the children’s 
teeth are thoroughly cleaned, 
polished and all cavities are 
filled. 

Each child (also its mother,) 
is instructed by practical 
demonstration in the correct 
use of the toothbrush. Each 
child reports at his office once 
each calendar month, and the 
teeth are carefully examined, 
cleaned and polished. 

The record has been kept for 
one year, with the following 
results: 

Forty-six children under ob- 
servation and treatment have 
developed only 8 new cavities 
during the year, and these 8 
cavities were in the mouth of 
6 children; the others have a 
perfect score. Six of these 
cavities were the result of 
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disobedience on the part of 
four children. 

At the beginning of this 
service, the 46 children had a 
total of 164 cavities in their 
permanent teeth, and _ since 
only 8 new cavities developed 
during the year, we have re- 
duced dental decay in the 
mouths of these 46 children 
about 95 per cent. 

At the annual meeting of the 
South Carolina Dental Asso- 
ciation this year, it was decided 
that the members of this 
Association would work in 
conjunction with the American 
Dental Association in placing 
dentists on hospital staffs in 
the cities of South Carolina. 

Dr. J. P. Glenn, president of 
this Association is planning to 
have the following measure 
passed by the South Carolina 
Legislature at an early date: 

All pupils in public schools 
between the ages of 6 and 12 
must have their teeth examined 
by a dentist appointed by the 
Board of Health; he is to do all 
of the dental work that is 
necessary, and devote his en- 
tire time to school service in 
his district. This special den- 
tist is required to carry with 
him all necessary equipment 
for his practice; his salary is 
to be $150.00 per month, with 
an allowance of $100.00 per 
month for traveling expenses, 
this being paid by an appro- 
priation from the State to the 
Board of Health. 

In the Piedmont Section, 
which is the most prosperous 
section of the State, (the boll 
weevil has done but little 
damage as yet,) is Greenville, 








the largest city, better known 
as “The Textile Center of the 
South.” 

Here are located many 
cotton mills, bleacheries, and 
dye plants, also Textile Hall, 
where every other year is held 
an exhibit of textile machinery, 
also cotton and silk manu- 
factured goods, equal to any 
of its kind in the world; the 
next year it is given in Boston. 

Greenville also has the most 
enthusiastic Chamber of Com- 
merce in the South, ever 
progressive, always extending 
a hand of welcome to all new- 
comers, and creating propa- 
ganda that advertises this 
section far and wide. Thus, 
it is also true, that we find 
here the most progress made 
in oral hygiene, and the pre- 
vention of dental decay. 

Dental inspections have 
recently been made in the city 
schools and records kept, and 
sent to parents. Children are 
graded upon the condition of 
their mouths, and the poor 
are given attention. 

Dentists voluntarily assist 
the staff in the City Hospital, 
starting alphabetically, giving 
their services without remun- 
eration; the length of service is 
two months each, until the 
roster is exhausted. 

Dr. E. O. Chimene, M. D., 
Commissioner of Health of 
Greenville County, has recent- 
ly instituted a plan that has 
proven successful, and it should 
be emulated by all who are 
interested in the welfare of the 
young. 

A dentist was engaged for 
three months; during that time 
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34 schools were visited, 2360 
pupils were examined, 45 lec- 
tures were delivered, there 
were 992 extractions, 1993 
oral prophylaxis, 25 cement 
fillings, 305 amalgams. There 
were found in this number 44 
cases of malocclusions, 7 of 
pyorrhea, and 350. children 
were referred to their family 
dentists. 

Efforts will be put forth to 
place this much needed work 
upon a permanent basis. 

Some of the textile industries 
in this section are giving their 
employees dental attention, 
dentists are secured and equip- 
ment is furnished, and with 
good results. In time there 
is no doubt but that every 
plant will do likewise, for 
dentistry benefits not only the 
employee, but the employer as 
well. It keeps the former in 
trim and fit to do the bidding 
of the latter. 

With all of our modus 
operandi and good intentions 
for the prevention of dental 
decay it seems to the writer 
that we are fighting a losing 
game, for dental deterioration 
is running riot in this country. 
- Dr. Hyatt says, atcording 
to Dr. Hartzell, (October, 1922, 
Journal American Dental Asso- 
ciation): ““There is an average 
of five cavities in every mouth; 
this will give us, roughly 
speaking, over five hundred 
million cavities in the teeth of 
all. the people: in the U. S. 
Allowing a half-hour as being 
necessary to prepare and fill 
one cavity, it would require 
one hundred and twenty-five 
thousand dentists in the United

States working eight hours a 
day to do the work now wait. 
ing to be done. Statistics show 
that last year 1432 dentists 
were admitted to practice while 
during that same period of 
time 1900 ceased to practice.” 

We will have to resort to 
other plans if we are to cope 
with the omniverous bacteria 
of decay. 
three ways: 

First—Better foods. A great 
percentage of the citizens of 
this country are poorly fed; 
they are undernourished; we 
must teach them to eat a well- 
balanced diet, with thorough 
mastication, see to it that pure 
foods are placed upon the 
markets. 

What this country needs 
most is men like Harvey W. 
Wiley, Horace Fletcher—men 
who have the courage of their 
convictions, men who will 
demand that we have whole- 
some, nourishing foods, and 
teach us how to chew them. 
Our government proved con- 
clusively that the cause of pel- 
lagra in the South was an in- 
sufficient diet, malnutrition. 
When these sufferers’ menus 
were improved they recovered. 

Dr. Hartzell, (October, 1922, 
Journal American Dental As- 
sociation,) shows that foods 
consist of three important 
substances, Vitamines, called 
fat soluble A, water soluble B, 
and water soluble C—that we 
should eat more of these than 
we are consuming, if we wish 
to be strong and healthy and 
have good teeth. Fat soluble 
A is found in pure milk and 
cream, and in wheat and corn 
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germs, etc. Water soluble B 
and C are derived from bran 
and corn husks, and leafy top 
vegetables, as parsnips, carrots, 
cabbage, spinach, onions, etc. 
Fruits, as apples, oranges, 
grape-fruit, etc., should be 
eaten more than they are at 
present. 

The foods most desired by 
the average worker are 
muscle meats, cereals, and 
tubers, and these foods are 
notably poor in vitamine. 
White patent flour is almost 
universally used in America; 
this is wrong, the husks of the 
wheat should be left there and 
consumed. 

Bakers are putting plaster 
of paris in the flour; this evi- 
dence has been taken in the 
courts of two of the larger 
cities of the U. S. and the 
bakers of these two cities say 
that it is being done in other 
great cities. 

What about it, dentists of 
America? Shall we stand idly 
by and see this nefarious 
practice continued? Possibly 
the good women of this country, 
(since they are enfranchised), 
will clean up the Augean 
Stables; it is to be hoped they 
will concentrate their. atten- 
tion upon these adulterations. 

The second method to com- 
bat dental decay I would sug- 
gest is radio broadcasting talks, 
stories, etc. laying especial 
stress upon oral hygiene, chil- 
dren’s teeth etc. While the 


bedtime stories are being sent 
out, switch in some concerning 
the teeth, made very interest- 
ing for the young folks, for it 
is at this time that their minds 








are alert and attentive; it is 
the psychological moment to 
make an impression. 

Dr. McGee, you are advan- 
tageously situated to start 
this movement, with the in- 
fluence of your great magazine 
which goes into the office of 
every dentist. You could in- 
stitute these plans. Your city 
of Pittsburgh is a_ great 
broadcasting center—why not 
initiate this work there, and 
later on if necessary let other 
cities do likewise? Radio is a 
divine blessing which will in 
the future work wonders for 
humanity. 

The third method is—teach 
oral hygiene and prophylaxis 
at the dental chair. Of course 
the writer is aware that this is 
being done to some extent now, 
but let every dentist pledge 
himself and his hygienist to 
lay stress on this subject to 
every mother and every child. | 
Give them interesting tracts 
and booklets concerning the 
care of the teeth (gotten out 
by manufacturers if they have 
none of their own.) 

Thus, by these methods, the 
now decimating ranks of den- 
tists may in time hope to 
overcome the 500,000,000 
cavities now in the mouths of 
the American people, and at 
least keep pace with those 
that occur in the future. 

Let us, as dentists, neither 
become satisfied: with condi- © 
tions as they are, nor opposed 
to reform; like the story told 
of an old mountaineer in the 
moonshine district of Green- 
ville County; he had lived 


there for seventy years, and 
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had never been over fifty miles 
from home during that time. 
He believed in the Divine 
Right to make liquor and to 
drink it ad libitum. “Uncle 
Josh” became very ill after one 
of his sprees; the physician 
was called and after a thorough 
examination the doctor turned 
to him and said, “Well, Uncle 
Josh! I find that you have high 
blood pressure, the beginning

of arteriosclerosis, nephritis 
and atrophic cirrhosis of the 
liver; if you will stop drinking 
now, you may live three years: 
if you do not you are likely to 
die at any time.” 

“Well,” replied the patient, 
“IT don’t know what all that 
means, but I ain’t going to 
quit drinking. What difference 
does it make? I’ve done seen 
all what is, anyhow.”

Some large paper models 
and illustrations were gotten 
up for the Health Exhibit held 
in this city last February are 
being sent around over the 
State to the various Compo- 
nent Societies for exhibits in 
their local districts.  Allto- 
gether this locality has made 
a permanent and secure benefit 
along Oral Hygiene lines.

Honolulu, concluded that to 
continue simply filling the 
teeth of these school children, 
it would fail in its purpose of 
helping the situation materi- 
ally. 
We thought it would be an 
impossible task to cope with 
the enormous number of chil- 
dren needing dental attention. 
In the schools of Honolulu 
alone, we faced the problem of 
approximately 10,000 children 
averaging about six cavities 
per child. Even were wholesale

extraction considered, it would 
require the services of 10 or 
15 dentists two years to restore 
these mouths to a | healthful 
condition. 

Such an expensive proposi- 
tion could not be considered 
for the following reasons: unless 
followed by a definite system 
of prophylaxis, such work 
would be merely temporary in 
that, in a short time, these 
children would again be affected 
with the same condition of 
dental caries, while an equal 
number would not be cared for. 

Recurrence of decay will 
take place just as rapidly after 
teeth are filled, if a definite 


‘ system of education as to 


mouth hygiene is not combined 
with prophylaxis at frequent 
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intervals. It would not stop 
the flood at its source but 
merely repair the damage after 
it had occurred. 

No consideration was given 
to the abandonment of the 
original idea of filling the teeth 
of the children, because of the 
fact, that until sufficient en- 
lightenment along. the lines of 
dental hygiene and home care 
of the mouth has become 
general, reparative work will 
be necessary. Nor do we 
expect the time to come very 
soon when reparative work 
will be unnecessary, as it will 
require a generation or two 
before such a system of pro- 
phylaxis will be fully appre- 
ciated and accepted. 

There are thousands of chil- 
dren in Hawaii whose parents 
are unable to provide them 
with dental service, and it is 
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inhumane to allow them to 
suffer as they do from tooth-. 
ache. So it was decided to not 
only continue the relief and 
repair clinic but to organize a 
school of hygiene where young 
women might be trained, to 
function in the public schools 
as teachers of the principles 
of mouth hygiene, and as 
prophylaxis operators. 

Feeling that no public insti- 
tution is more sacred to the 
doctrine that “‘all are free and 
equal” than is our public 
school system and that the 
true democracy of this system 
would be violated when a 
charity was introduced into 
it, how to place the corps of 
graduate hygienists in the 
public schools for service with- 
out conflicting with this idea 
of democracy, was the problem 
to be solved. 
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The problem in Hawaii of caring for seventeen thousand 
pupils in the first and second grades whose teeth show an 
average of seven cavities each was met by training an aux- 
illiary corps of school hygienists by the Honolulu Dental In- 





firmary School of Hygiene. 
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- It was decided that the only 
solution was to seek an appro- 
riation from the Legislature 
or salaries and equipment for 
these hygienists, feeling that 
when the Territory assumed 
the responsibility, adding this 
service under the Department 
of Public Instruction, for her 
children, all children of the 
public schools would be pro- 
vided with the services of the 
hygienists, and the Dental 
Infirmary would provide dental 
service for those whose parents 
are unable to have the services 


of a private dentist, where all. 


the work is acknowledged as a 
charity and accepted as such. 

So with the appropriation 
available, a corps of young 
women were graduated at the 
Honolulu Dental Infirmary 
School of Hygiene and after 
passing satisfactory examina- 
tions before the Territorial 
Board of Dental Examiners, 
were commissioned to give 
their services under the newly- 
created Bureau of Mouth Hy- 
giene of the Department of 
Public Instruction, thus es- 
tablishing a system for the 
prevention of dental troubles. 

Eight hygienists are now at 
work in the public schools of 
Honolulu. In January 1923 


this small corps will be divided, | 


two being sent to each of the 
Islands for the remainder of 
the year. 

With this small corps of 
hygienists, the Bureau can 
expect to do little more than 
touch the field, but a founda- 
tion can. be. laid along 
educational lines which will 
be most helpful in years to 







come when we hope to have a 
sufficient number of hygienists 
to care for all the children of 
Hawaii. : 

There are approximately 
47,000 children in the public 
schools this year. One hy-.. 
gienist is capable of caring for 
500 to 700 children. . In order 
to give the service to all the 


children it will require a corps | 


from 70 to 90 hygienists. All 
of these young women can 
trained in the Honolulu Dental 
Infirmary School of Hygiene, °: 
free, thus furnishing to. con- 
scientious women of the Islands : 
a new and important field of 
work, provided the Legisla- 
ture will increase the appro- 
priation, for Public School 
service, in proportion to the 
number being graduated and 
available for the work each 
year. 

It stands to reason that, 
unless ways and means. for 
giving these young women 
work in the public schools is 
arranged by the Legislature, 
it is useless for the Honolulu 
Dental Infirmary to suffer the 
expense of training young 
women. 

From the foregoing state- 
ments you will notice that the 
oral hygiene work in Hawaii 
is unique in that there are two 
distinct phases for the care of 
children’s mouths being carried 
out. 

The first, that of repair, is 
done in the Infirmary of the 
Honolulu Dental Infirmary, 
and the second, preventive, is 
done in the public . schools 
under the Board of Education. 

The Honolulu Dental 
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Infirmary is a privately en- 
dowed. institution and main- 
tains an infirmary for the 
repair of children’s teeth, also 
a school of hygiene, which 
furnishes dental hygienists for 
the Board of Education. At 


_ the present time there are four 


dentists actively employed in 
the clinic and caring for ap- 
proximately 50 cases a day. 
The field of work in the In- 
firmary is limited to the first 
five grades of all the schools in 
the city of Honolulu. 

In the school of hygiene, 
there are twelve young women 
training to become dental 
hygienists and who will 
graduate in June and will be 
available for service under the 
Board of Education, in Sep- 
tember, 1923. As has been 
mentioned, an appropriation 
by Legislature has already 
been made for the hygienists 


- in the public schools and it is 


believed that the work has ad- 
vanced to the point where it 
will be carried along by its own 
momentum and that a further 
appropriation will be available 
sufficient to place in the public 
schools each year, at least 
twelve dental hygienists, until 
the required number of ap- 
proximately 80 has been reach- 
ed and all the schools of the 
Territory have this important 
service. 

The hygienist’s duties in the 
public schools, as applied to 
Hawaii, are, first: to chart the 
mouth of the child, for whom 
she does work, which chart is 
a record of mouth condition at 
that time and shows the con- 
dition of the gums, the number

of cavities in the teeth, the 
number of abscesses and mal. 
formation of the jaws or teeth, 
This record is kept on file and 
in three: month’s time the 
child is again given a prophy- 
laxis and a new chart is made, 

Thus you will see that a 
complete check is kept upon 
the mouth of every child to 
the end that if the teaching of 
home care of the.mouth, which 
is given by the hygienist, is 
not carried out by the child, 
it will manifest itself in the 
color of the gums. 

Further, if the child has a 
private dentist or if the child 
is financially unable to have a 
private dentist and the work 
is done by the Honolulu Dental 
Infirmary, it will be known at 
this second appointment 
whether or not these cavities 
have been filled and the infected 
teeth removed. : 

It is the plan of this bureau 
to give each child a prophy- 
laxis at intervals of three 
months, making a total of four 
times a year, that the child’s 
mouth is not only cleansed but 
a check upon the mouth of the 
child is made and record kept 
so that repeated effort can be 
made to bring about sound 
teeth and wholesome mucous 
membrane. 

The second field of service 
open to the hygienists 1s 
equally important. She will 
function as a teacher of mouth 
cleanliness, diet and _ health 
habits in the schools. Class- 
room talks upon dental decay, 
Care of Baby’s Teeth, Impor- 
tance of the First Molar and 
Wholesome Foods are given 
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upon a regular schedule, 
believing that education is a 
pre-requisite to a full apprecia- 
tion of the advantages of health. 

It is a fact that the greatest 
‘source of dental troubles is 
the lack of information. 

The result of this work at 
the end of five years will show 
a marked decrease of dental 
decay and a marked decrease in 
the number of repeaters which 
in itself is a big factor finan- 
cially. The general mental 
condition of the child will be 
greatly benefited and disease 
in general will, to a great ex- 
tent, be prevented. 


Circular Letter Sent to All 
Principals, Teachers 


and Parents 


The Bureau of Mouth Hygiene, 
under the Department of Public In- 
struction, was established in May of 
last year and began an active program 
for the care of children’s teeth in the 
Public Schools, in September. 

Eight dental hygienists are now 
working in the following schools and 
will continue in these and other schools 
in Honolulu until January, at which 


time the corps will be divided to spend 
the remainder of the year upon the 
Islands of Maui, Hawaii and Kauai:

Central Grammar Moiliili 
Kalihi-waena Maemae 
Kalihi-kai Liliuokalani 
Kauluwela 


The reprint “Mouth Hygiene of 
School Children” by Dr. Alfred C. 
Fones, of Bridgeport, Conn. which is 
enclosed, will be of interest to all who 
are concerned in Child Welfare. It 
sets forth in a concise and definite 
manner, the plans as originated and 
worked out by Dr. Fones in the schools 
of Bridgeport and represents to a great 
extent the same program we are follow- 
ing in Hawaii. Realizing the serious- 
ness of effects of diseased teeth, and 
appreciating the fact that so much can 
be done in the way of prevention, by 
cleanliness alone, I feel sure of the 
heartiest co-operation from all the 
principals and teachers, which is so 
necessary in this important under- 
taking.

The Oral Hygiene Com- 
mittee of the State Dental 
Association, in co-operation 
with Miss Minnie J. Neilson, 
State Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, have developed a 
plan whereby oral hygiene is 
being introduced into the pub- 
lic schoo] system as a regular 
course of study to be taught

on the same plane that read. | 


ing and writing or any other 
subject is taught. 


A text book has been pro. | 


vided for use in the fifth and 
sixth grades. It will also serve 
as a reference book for the 
teachers; charts are provided 
for the younger children. 

The big problem is the in- 
struction of the teachers so 
that they can conduct the 
work properly in the schools. 

At the beginning of each 
school year, a teachers’ insti- 
tute of one week is conducted 
in each county. Teachers from 
the various schools throughout 
the different counties attend 
these institutes and receive 
instruction. Beginning this 
year, a dentist appeared on the 
program in each of the fifty- 
three counties. Lectures were 
delivered before each institute 
after which the teachers were 
divided into small groups and 
given instruction in the home 
care of the mouth and in tooth 
brush drills. 

A course of instruction is 
being worked out for the 
various summer normal schools. 

Most of the counties have a 
Public Health school nurse. 
As soon as possible, a course 
of instruction in the practical 
phase of oral hygiene will be 
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B provided for these nurses, so 
that they may be of service in 
helping the teachers carry on 
the instruction work in their 
schools. 

The committee is of the 
opinion that the greatest serv- 
ice the dental profession can 
render the people, lies along 
the road of education. The 
piblic. schools seem to offer 
the best opportunity. 

The generous co-operation 
of the Department of Educa- 
tion and the school people 

erally, has madeit a pleasure 
of the dental profession of the 

State to execute their part of 
thé plan. The people are re- 
ceiving the idea enthusiastic- 
ally; there seems to be no 
doubt but that in a few years 
the school boys and girls will 
have as clear an understanding 
of the principles of oral hy- 
giene as they have of the multi- 
plication tables. 

The dental profession of 
North dakota have taken a 
keen interest in school clinics. 
Most of the larger towns and 
cities are doing good work 
along this line. The city 
schools of Minot. maintain a 
well equipped clinic. Dr. 
Householder gives half of his 
time to the work. He is 
assisted by an oral hygienist 
and the school nurse. . The 
record of each child is carefully 
tabulated and they have shown 
interesting progress scholastic- 
ally as well as physically.

To be Read before Teachers’ 
- Institutes 

In order to standardize the in- 
struction so that the same teach- 
ing would prevail in the different 
counties, this lecture was prepared.

“W71' is a pleasure to 
mai have this oppor- 
tunity to address 
your Institute. 

3 We frequently 
hear the claim made that the 
teaching ’ profession is. the 
most noble and useful of all 
professions. I am inclined to’ 
agree with that claim, because 
it seems to be becoming more 
and more the ambition of the 
other professions to do a little 
teaching on their own account. 
In fact so far as the dental 
profession is concerned, there 
seems to be no question but 
that its greatest future lies 
along the road of education 
—the education of the public 
so that the people, by applying 
certain well-proven facts, may 
be able to safeguard them- 
selves from a _ large _per- 
centage of their bodily ills, 
thereby not only lengthening 
their lives, but by the improved 
state of their health increase 
their capacity for both work 
and pleasure. 

The proposition of the pre- 
vention of disease is rapidly 
commanding more and more 
public attention. Until the 
recent World War we, as a 
people, were fairly well satisfied 
with our physical condition. 

It was not until our young 
men, the very cream of our 
population, presented them- 
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selves for physical examina- 
tion, and the results of those 
examinations became disclosed, 
that we began to realize that 
something was wrong with our 
scheme of life. Some of the 
foremost men in medicine and 
dentistry had known for years 
that the situation was far from 
desirable. However there were 
but few men anywhere quite 
prepared for such startling 
disclosures as resulted from 
these findings. 

During the last fifty years 
the average length of human 
life has been increased ap- 
proximately ten years. The 
application of the principles of 
hygiene and the education of 
the public was what made 
this record possible. We, or 
at least our fathers, can recall 
the dreaded epidemics of small- 
pox, diptheria, cholera, etc., 
which frequently swept 
through communities exacting 
heavy tolls of life. 

We are familiar with what 
preventive measures have ac- 
complished in the control of 
diphtheria. We also know 
that the eradication of a 
certain mosquito has wiped 
out yellow fever which not so 
long ago rendered uninhabit- 
able large areas of the globe. 

The building of the Panama 
Canal is one of the outstanding 
engineering feats of history, 
yet the Canal would still be a 
dream had it not been for the 
splendid work of the sanitary 
engineers who first made it 
possible for the men who were 
to build the Canal to live in 
that region. 

While it is true that great 





| 


things have been accomplished 

in preventing contagion, we 
are today confronted with a 
greater problem—a problem 
even greater than yellow fever, 
because it is more wide. 
spread and far-reaching. | 
refer to the ever increasing 
prevalence of the so called 
wasting diseases of middle life, 
In dealing with yellow fever, 
once the particular mosquito 
was discovered, it only re- 
mained to drain and clear up 
the swamps which were the 
breeding places for the mos- 
quito and the fight was won. 
Not so with our present prob- 
lem. We must wage our 
campaign so as to reach every 
man, woman and child of the 
entire land. We must first get 
their attention and confidence 
and then supply them with a 
few simple truths which they 
can put into practice, and 
thereby help them to work out 
their own salvation. 

The wonderful accomplish- 
ments in sanitation and hy- 
giene during the last half 
century were largely due to the 
activity of the medical pro- 
fession. However, within the 
last few years one of the most 
prominent contributors in the 
medical profession made the 
statement, that the next great 
step in the prevention of 
disease should be made by the 
dentists. I refer to an address 
of Dr. Chas. Mayo which was 
made in Chicago in 1915. | 

As we know, the mouth 1s 
the great port of entry to our 
system—the mouth and the 
nose are the only normal means 
of entrance to the human body. 
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Judging from the conditions 
found in the public schools, 
90% of the population have 
unclean mouths. These were 
some of the facts which Dr. 
Mayo had in mind when he 
made that statement in Chi- 
cago. ‘These facts, plus his 
knowledge regarding the 
breeding of bacteria and their 
influence on the health of the 
tissues of the human body, are 
what made such a profound 
impression upon the medical 
and dental professions. 

Since that time, Dr. Mayo 
has made another statement 
to the effect that he was 
convinced that the average 
length of life could be increased 
ten years more. 

The American Dental Asso- 
ciation this year adopted as 
their slogan: ““Ten more years 
of life.”’ 

The question arises: How 
can such an enormous task be 
accomplished? If all of the 
dentists in the United States 
devoted their entire time, they 
could not repair the wrecked 
mouths of one-eighth of the 
population. There must be 
some better solution than to 
merely follow this endless chain 
of repair. We must get at the 
source of this universal afflic- 
tion and try to check it by 
preventive and _ educational 
means. We maintain that the 
source is the children in the 
public schools. Some means 
must be provided to supply 
these children with sufficient 
information and training so 
that every individual will have 
within his grasp the means of 
practically, stamping out this 


, 


most universal of all diseases. 
We must recognize that the 
physical well-being of the fu- 
ture citizen is no less important 
than his mental training. 

Dental surveys of school 
children throughout the United 
States indicate that only 20% 
of these children have healthy 
mouths, while 50% are in 
extremely bad condition. The 
amount of school time lost due 
to preventable illness is so 
great that from a_ purely 
economic standpoint it is a 
waste of public funds. 


A survey of the 744 children 
in the first six grades of the 
Bismarck, N.D.,schoolsdisclos- 
ed the fact that in the first half 
of thes chool year of 1921-22 
there were 6198 days of school 
time lost due to preventable 
illness. This is the equivalent 
of 34. years of school time 
which represented a cash loss 
of at least $5000. But greater 
still was the loss to society 
through the undermining of 
the physique of these future 
citizens. 


With the hope of remedying 
this condition, the dental pro- 
fession of North Dakota, 
through their Oral Hygiene 
Committee, have offered their 
services to the educational 
department. Miss Nielson has 
accepted that offer and it is 
my privilege to outline to this 
Institute a plan which with 
your help we hope to put into 


‘execution. 


First, we feel that oral hy- 
giene should be taught in the 
schools on the same basis that 
reading or writing is taught. 
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The plan entails, first—pro- 
viding a.text book. 

The next. problem is how to 
instruct the. teachers so that 
they in turn can.carry the 
instruction to. the schools 
throughout the State. Our 
plan is to conduct a school of 
instruction at the teachers’ 
institutes in each county. 

The work will consist of 
lectures to the institutes, after 
which the teachers will be 
divided into classes of ten or 
twelve each and given inten- 
sive instruction in the hygiene 
of the mouth, toothbrush 
drills, etc. 

In the past practically all 
the work of this nature was 
confined to the cities and 
larger towns. You will note 
that the foregoing plan pro- 
vides for standardized instruc- 
tion in the rural districts as 
well as the central communities. 

We do not contemplate 
100% results the first year. 
However, we feel that a few 
years of real effort along this 
line will accomplish more for 
oral hygiene than any plan 


that we could employ. Such 
instruction for the 7000 teach. 
ers of North Dakota cannot 
fail to contribute largely to the 


‘benefit of all the people. 


The text book was prepared 
for use in the 5th and 6th 
grades, but one of its uses will 
be as a reference book for 
teachers. An understanding of 
the text book will help in 
teaching the subject in any of 
the grades. 


There will be a chart pro- 
vided for use by younger 
children. 


The dentists of the state are 
willing to help the teachers in 
working out the program. 

We hope that in 1923 a 
course of oral hygiene will be 
offered at the summer schools 
in the state. We appreciate 
the interest the teachers and 
the various people of the 
Department of Education have 
shown. Let us make our North 
Dakota schools the healthiest 
in the nation.

| the mouth is one 
Bikess=§} of the most im- 
portant parts of the body. 
Here the first stage of the pro- 
cess of digestion takes place. 
Here food must be crushed up 
into small pieces and mixed 
with saliva before it starts on 
its way to the stomach. Good 
sound teeth are necessary to 
prepare the food properly. 
This fact the United States 
recognized in the War and 
many men were rejected be- 
cause of poor teeth. 

A diseased mouth is a fine 
breeding place for germs of all 
kinds. In the pockets that 
form about diseased teeth, 
food accumulates and decays. 
Germs grow rapidly and manu- 
facture active toxins. Some 
lodge in the tonsils and form 
a new source of infection. 

The food taken into the 
mouth is acted by the poisons 
and, in this condition, enters 
the stomach and makes its 
way into the blood to be carried 
all over the body. The whole 
system is poisoned slowly but 
surely. It may effect the 
heart, the kidneys, or the 
joints of the body. Many 





serious diseases—rheumatism, 
neuralgia, anemia, hardening 
of the arteries—have been 
traced to dental decay. 

A diseased condition of the 
mouth makes a person suscep- 
tible to infectious diseases. 
Diphtheria, measles and scar- 
let fever, which cause so great 
a death rate among children, 
find their way into the system 
through the mouth. 

There is a close connection 
between mental development 
and dental decay. Many a 
child who has been dull, stupid, 
restless and ill-behaved, has 
been changed into a normal, 
well-behaved child, by having 
his mouth put in proper con- 
dition. 

Nothing is more important 
to a community than the 
health of its people. We spend 
millions of dollars each year 
upon our schools, trying to 
bring up our children to be- 
come good citizens. 

We are beginning to recog- 
nize that good citizenship 
depends on good health.

Oral Hygiene in Tennessee

State Dental Association, I am 
am writing you concerning the 
question of oral hygiene and 
public school dentistry in 
Tennessee. 

Until a little more than three 
years ago, the dental profes- 
sion in Tennessee had no 
definite outline of public edu- 
cation concerning the question 
of mouth hygiene and pro- 
phylaxis. 

The Oral Hygiene Com- 
mittee and the. Legislative 
Committee of the Tennessee 
State Dental Association con- 
ceived the idea of promoting 
some legislation concerning 
this matter, and as a result of 
their effort a bill was drawn 
and passed by the Tennessee 
Legislature creating a Bureau 
of Oral Hygiene, attached to 
the Tennessee State Board of 
Health. 

This Bureau is under the 
direction of a dentist, who is 
elected by the State Board of 
Health, upon the recommen- 
dation of the State Board of 
Dental Examiners. He is des- 
ignated as an_ Assistant 





Secretary to the State Board 
of Health and is Director of 
the Bureau of Oral Hygiene. 
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The Director of the Bureau 
of Oral Hygiene is paid an 
annual salary of $3,000, and 
his traveling and other expenses 
are allowed. Under the pro- 
visions of the law, this director 
is authorized to appoint, in 
each county seat, a reputable 
dentist who serves without 
compensation, and who is 
known as a county mouth 
hygienist. These county 
mouth hygienists are to have 
general charge and supervision 
of the promotion of educa- 
tional propaganda covering the 
subject of mouth hygiene in 
their respective counties. 

The Director of the Bureau 
of Oral Hygiene, not having 
a precedent by which to go, 
and the law under which he 
has operated not being very 
explicit concerning his duties, 
has taken it upon himself to 
visit as many county teachers’ 
institutes as possible during 
the course of each year, and 
to appear at least once a year 
before the student body of 
the three State Teachers’ 
Normals. In addition to these 
lectures he has published and 
distributed several thousand 
bulletins on the subject of 
mouth hygiene. Most of 
of these bulletins have been 
distributed to the school child- 
ren of the state. 

Through the influence of the 
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Bureau of Oral Hygiene the 
Tennessee State Text Book 
Commission has been induced 
to adopt as a supplementary 
text for use in primary schools 
a book called, “A Child’s 
Book of the Teeth,” edited by 
Doctor Ferguson and _ pub- 
lished by the World Book 
Publishing Company. 

The Director of this Bureau 
has also succeeded in establish- 
ing something like eight sub- 
stantial dental clinics in as 
many different cities in the 
State of Tennessee. Some of 
these dental clinics are main- 





tained by the city government 
and are under the jurisdiction 
of the city health officer and 
others are maintained by the 
city superintendent of public 
instruction, together with the 
city health officer. 

A copy of the law above 
referred to is herewith inclosed. 
Hoping that this is the infor-

Beware of Bad Teeth 


The Oswego, N.Y., Times recently had the following to say 
regarding teeth: 

A lot of familiar diseases have their origin at the root of some 
infected tooth or from gums that are infected with pyorrhea, 
and inflammatory condition of the gums about the necks of 
the teeth, which ultimately form pus. 

If decay is not removed and the tooth filled, the enamel 
will break down and will cause a hole large enough to collect 
food, which will eventually rot, causing toothache and much 
pain. Illnesses which may result from decayed teeth are rheuma- 
tism, heart trouble, abscesses, skin diseases, colds, boils and 
nervousness. 

Don’t wait for a tooth to ache, before having it treated. 
It is usually too far gone to save when it aches. Have it treated 
before it pains. 

It’s much less painful to prevent toothache by taking care 
of the teeth and having them “overhauled” twice a year. 

The prevention of decay is painlessly and simply brought 
about. It is only when neglect allows decay to penetrate the 
inner pulp that toothache drives most people to the dental 
chair. This probably means that the nerve must be “killed” — 
which is not nearly so simple and painless as preventing tooth- 
ache and decay by a little foresight.

ES) York hasorganized 
what we term a Flying Squad- 
ron with the idea of getting 
into the schools for a very 
short time, usually one-half 
day, for the purpose of carry- 
ing on a concentrated hygiene 
campaign by giving good, 
snappy talks in all the depart- 
ments. 

It is simply an educational 
health campaign, but stressing 
mouth hygiene in relation to 
the general health and showing 
the benefits derived from good 
care of the mouth. 

The original idea was to give 
this intensive campaign and 
follow it up with a dental hy- 
gienist doing practical work 
for a few weeks. 

Keeping ever the idea of 
prevention in view, she gives 
educational talks to the chil- 
dren, teaches them the tooth 
brush drill, makes examina- 
tions and gives prophylactic 
treatments. 

The local dentists are asked 
to take care of all emergency 
cases in families who cannot 
afford to pay for it. The hy- 
gienist thus comes in contact 
with the local men of the 
dental profession, one of whom 





is asked to act as her super. 
vising dentist. 

As a result, the denial 
fraternity have been very cor- 
dial and have assisted in every 
way possible. 

The personnel of the Flying 
Squadron consists of a physician 
and the Oral Hygiene Inspector, 
both representing the State 
Department of Education, and 
the Chairman of this Con- 
mittee with its two hygienists, 
and assisted by other interested 
dentists and school nurses. 

We are indebted to the 
Department of Education for 
its valuable assistance. - 

The indications now are— 
considering the number of 
requests for our services—that 
another year we will find it 
necessary to employ several 
hygienists. We have already 
started a second one, for a 
short time at least. 

The school authorities seem 
well pleased with our program. 
At least they have so expressed 
themselves in a number of 
letters, the most recent of 
which, from Superintendent of 
Schools Langworthy of Oneida, 
N. Y., I will, in closing, quote 


in full: . 
November 4, 1922. 
Dr. L. A. Timerman, 
Amsterdam, N. Y. 
Dear Dr. Timerman: 
We appreciate very much the service 
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which the State Dental Society has 
rendered us by sending Miss Relyea 
to Oneida. Her services here have 
been characterized by a high degree 
of efficiency. ‘The talks which she has 
given in the various grades have 
attracted the attention of the pupils 
and their parents to the necessity of 
caring for the teeth. In the eighteen 
days she has spent with us she has 
made 210 complete dental examina- 
tions of our pupils, has cleaned the 
teeth of 156 children, given talks in 
97 grades and two public talks. In 
addition, tooth brush drills have been 
given in practically every class. 

The work which your “Flying 
Squadron” started, by attracting 
public attention to the necessity of 
oral hygiene, has been ably forwarded 
by Miss Relyea. Growing out of this, 
under the leadership of our own Dr. 
Fred Champlin assisted by Dr. Meaker 





of the State Department, the local 
dentists have taken two forward steps 
—they have come into the schools and 
examined thoroughly the teeth of all 
the children in the public schools. 
They are now working on the problem 
of a definite scheme for follow-up work. 
If you are to have Miss Relyea or 
some other hygienist next year, Oneida 
would be glad to avail itself of the 
opportunity to engage her services for 
two or three months if possible. 
Please accept the thanks of the local 
school officials for your own services 
in connection with the dental “Flying 
Squadron;”’ for the services rei:dered 
by Miss Relyea and for the co-upera- 
tion which the State Dental Society 
has given through the two of you as 
her representatives.

In the smaller communities 
the Red Cross assigns patients 
who are unable to pay and are 
in need of services, to the local 
dentists who care for their 
needs. I know that there is

Most parents 
make the mistake of taking it 
for granted that their children 
are numbered among the two 
who are all right. 

Almost always, the teeth of 
the first set are perfect at the 
time of their eruption. So 
nearly is this true that it ac- 
counts for the page in the 
family history upon which it 
is recorded that “baby’s teeth 
were beautiful, and all so nice 
and even.” 

Nature’s work is _ nearly 
always good. 

With teeth, as with some of 
her other works, it is when her 
handiwork is intrusted to the 
hand of man or the hand of 
woman, that “change and 
decay”’ begins, and the healthy 
little jaws of the child begin 
to fill up with rotting teeth, 
producing aches and abscesses, 
until, when they reach the 
school age, only two children 
out of ten have as good teeth 
as they had when they were 
babies.

This 
plan has considerable merit, 
depending upon the thorough- 
ness of the examination, and 
the co-operation of the parents 
and the local dentists. 

Where yearly examinations 
are skillfully made they soon 
command the respect. of 
parents, and each year an 
increasing number of cards are 
returned showing that the 
work recommended has been 
done. The yearly examina- 
tion plan, together with a 
central clinic where work for 
the needy poor is provided, can 
be made to meet the dental 
requirements of cities and 
towns where dentists are avail- 
able. 

In rural districts where there 
are no dentists, the examina- 
tion plan is not applicable. 
Such districts should be served 
by itinerant school dental 
clinics. The consolidated 
schools of rural districts offer 
an attractive field for such 
clinics. Portable dental equip- 
ments can be secured which 
meet every requirement for 
the work. Traveling clinics 
are in operation in many states, 
notably in North Carolina, 
Pennsylvania, Maryland, in 
New England, California, 
Minnesota, Michigan and 
probably a number of other 
states. This plan of taking 
dentistry to the children in

Dentists Urge Care of Teeth 


Approximately ten years could be added to the life of every 
normal American if his teeth were properly cared for. 


Lack of oral hygiene is one of the greatest menaces of the 
health of the nation. 


These two broad assertions and many more of equal import 
have been made time and time again by dentists of highest 
repute. At a convention of the California State Dental Asso- 
ciation held in San Francisco last June, a pledge was taken by 
hundreds of dentists to carry on a campaign of education. 


This campaign to tell the American public of the important 
part the teeth play in the conservation of health is not a selfish 
one and the Chronicle is in hearty accord with the work that 
these dentists have undertaken. 


At the present time the free dental clinic is the only school 
house that the general public has for receiving instruction 
directed toward preserving the teeth. In the minds of the 
delegates to the convention this method is apparently adequate- 
ly thorough to cover the subject. 


The care of the teeth and especially that part which makes 
for the health of children is of such great importance to the 
welfare of mankind™that it should be taught in the public 
schools, discussed at public meetings and stimulated by the 
press. 

In urging a campaign of dental education the dentists of 
California saould have the full support of all thinking men and 
women, but the success or failure of the undertaking rests 
largely with the dentists themselves and the active part each 
one personally will take in the campaign.

letter we reminded these men 
of the Teachers’ Institute and 
other meetings occurring 
through the following months, 
as a good opportunity to speak 
to the people on the subject of 
oral hygiene, and many availed 
themselves of the opportunity. 

Through correspondence we 
have endeavored to keep in 
touch with these men during 
the year and give them such 
encouragement and assistance 
as the Committee could offer, 
and we are pleased to state 
that many of them have been 
active and obtained gratifying 
results from their efforts. 

On February 13th, 1922, we 
again mailed to each of these 
men a questionnaire touching 
such points upon which we 
thought most likely work had 
been done and received forty- 
five replies, from which, we 
deduce the following facts: 

Ist. Number of lectures 
delivered in forty-five cities 
and towns, 90. 

2nd. School examinations, 
clinics and _ hospital work 
carried on in 34 cities and 
towns. 

3rd. Co-operation of phy- 
siclans, nurses, teachers and 
clubs was had in 35 cities and 
towns. 

Considerable work was done 
of which we have definite 
knowledge, but was not re- 
ported. A number of men 
visited neighboring cities and 
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towns and delivered lectures 
before different bodies, not 
included in the above, which 
the Committee acknowledges 
with grateful thanks. 

We wish to make special 
mention of the Red Cross 
nurses who have heartily co- 
operated with the men, thereby 
enabling them to accomplish 
much more than they other- 
wise could have done. Also a 
number of clinics have been 
established which did not exist 
a year ago. Dentists have been 
employed by Boards of Educa- 
tion in a number of cities, and 
their work has been very ac- 
ceptable and highly appre- 
ciated by the patrons. 

We believe we have reason 
to be thankful and feel en- 
couraged; as the work has been 
more widely distributed over. 
the State and the public more 
generally awakened to the need 
and value of oral hygiene, 
especially among children. In 


| 


some localities, it seems, the 
dentists do not fully appre. 
ciate the necessity and im- 
portance of the work, or are 
indisposed to give up their 
time in prosecuting it, but, 
generally speaking, the 
response has been cheerft 
and liberal. 

The crying need from prac- 
tically every locality seems to 
be the education of the public, 
and the media of the news- 
papers, pamphlets, circulars 
and public addresses, appar- 
ently are the most popular; 
and it is the opinion of your 
Committee, that more can be 
accomplished through these 
means at the present time, 
than by any other at ou 
command.

American soldiers in the field. 


This indicates that the dentist as a 
citizen is vitally interested in the welfare 
and the continuity of our American in- 
stitutions. 


The reaction from the spirit of service 
and sacrifice has been very great since 
the stirring days when the enemy promised 
to over-run the world and we have lulled 
ourselves to sleep with the serene idea 
that wars are forever over, so far as we 
are concerned. 


When the day of awakening comes, 
when either we, ourselves, or our sons, 
will stand between this democracy and 
the predatory hordes of an unreasoning 
enemy, do we wish to be totally unpre- 
pared that we shall sacrifice unnumbered 
lives and treasures before we again find 
our true strength? 


Why not use the prophylactic idea in 
public affairs as well asin physical welfare? 
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The assaults that have been made upon 
our small standing army have reduced it 
to a dangerous insufficiency. Another 
move is now developing rapidly—great 
numbers of non-commissioned officers are 
to be reduced to the ranks because the 
appropriations will be insufficient to pay 
their modest salaries. 


The non-commissioned officer is of vital 
necessity. In times of peace there should 
be several times as many of these highly 
trained men of the enlisted personnel as 
are actually needed to administer the 
affairs of the standing army, because there 
are innumerable places for them to be 
used in the care of government property 
and in the drilling of Reserve Officers 
Training Corps of the colleges, to say 
nothing of their assistance in special detail 
to military organizations. 


When the day we all dread shall come, 
these non-commissioned officers are the 
very back-bone of the training camps 
where millions of new recruits must, in a 
short time, be molded into some sem- 
blance of soldiers. 


War and disease and bankruptcy and 
death are unpleasant thoughts but we are 
all striving against disease and bank- 
ruptcy and death with all of our might 
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and main—we do not build hospitals to 
encourage disease, but to fight it—we do 
not put our money into banks because 
we love bankers, but because we must 
conserve our resources—we do not lay 
out cemeteries and invite people to die 
but we do it to take care of the inevitable. 


Why then should we not show our 
hatred of war by a reasonable preparation 
against war? Our only hope of standing 
off the other calamities of life is by pre- 
vious thought and preparation—and this 
calamity requires the same treatment.

T is generally admitted that machine work is pro-
